American  Humanics  is  a  not-for-profit  voluntary  corpo- 
ration providing  college  level  education  to  those  seeking 
careers  as  youth  agency  administrators.  On  eleven  cam- 
puses across  the  United  States,  American  Humanics  strives 
to  prepare  selected  students  through  their  college  career, 
their  career  planning  and  placement  upon  graduation. 


HISTORY: 

American  Humanics  at  High  Point  College  was  first  in- 
stituted in  1965.  The  first  Resident  Administrator,  the  late 
L.E.  Moody,  was  instrumental  in  beginning  a  most  suc- 
cessful program.  In  1967,  the  college  was  visited  by  H.  Roe 
Bartle,  founder  of  American  Humanics.  This  proved  a 
treat  for  the  students  to  have  a  chance  to  meet  the 
"Chief." 

L.E.  Moody  retired  in  1973  and  was  replaced  by  James 
Roberts.  At  the  same  time,  Harold  E.  Fuller  was  hired  as  a 
Professor  of  Human  Relations. 

Terry  Dunn  joined  the  program  in  1976,  followed  by 
Mr.  Earnest  Price,  Jr.  American  Humanics  has  grown  from 
a  few  in  1965  to  its  present  sixty  member  organization.
